1. GENERAL ASSEMBLY OCTOBER 8 APPROVED WITHOUT OBJECTION 
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REQUEST BY CEMA MEMBERS FOR INSCRIPTION ON GA AGENDA OF 
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THEIR ITEM REQUESTING OBSERVER STATUS IN THE GA. IT 
WAS ALSO AGREED THAT THE EEC AND CEMA ITEMS WOULD BE TAKEN 
UP SUCCESSIVELY IN THAT ORDER BY PLENARY (PROBABLY 
OCTOBER 11, P.M.). BOTH THE BULGARIAN REP, SPEAKING 
FOR CEMA, AND THE SOVIET REP HAD MADE IT CLEAR EARLIER IN 
GENERAL COMMITTEE THAT PRECISELY THE SAME STATUS-NOTHING 
MORE, NOTHING LESS-IS ENVISAGED FOR CEMA BY THE 
CO-SPONSORS OF THIS ITEM AS IS BEING ASKED FOR THE EEC, 

AND THAT THE CEMA RESOLUTION WILL BE IDENTICAL WITH THE 
EEC RESOLUTION. 

2. TEXT OF EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM, ATTACHED TO LETTER 
TO SYG FROM NINE CEMA MEMBERS PLYS UKRAINE AND 
BYELORUSSIA, FOLLOWS: 

QUOTE 

1. THE RELAXATION OF INTERNATIONAL TENSION AND THE GENERAL 
IMPROVEMENT IN THE INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL CLIMATE ARE 
CREATING FAVOURABLE CONDITIONS FOR PEACEFUL AND MUTUALLY 
BENEFICIAL ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION ON THE BASIS OF THE PRIN- 
CIPLES OF PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AND EQUALITY AND CONSTITUTE 
AN ESSENTIAL CONDITION FOR THE SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEMS 

OF DEVELOPMENT AND THE ACCELERATION OF THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC 
PROGRESS OF ALL COUNTRIES. THE BROADENING OF THE SCOPE OF 
EQUAL ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION SHOULD, IN TURN , SERVE AS 
IMPORTANT INSTRUMENT FOR THE 
STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. 

THE CURRENT PROCESS OF DETENTE IS NOT A TEMPORARY PHENOMENON 
BUT THE BEGINNING OF A FUNDAMENTAL RESTRUCTURING OF INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS, INCLUDING THOSE IN THE ECONOMIC FIELD. 

2. THE COUNCIL FOR MUTUAL ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE-THE WORLD'S 
FIRST ECONOMIC ORGANIZATION OF SOCIALIST STATES-IS MAKING 
A MAJOR CONTRIBUTION TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE PROCESS 

OF NORMALIZATION OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS AND TO THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF MUTUALLY BENEFICIAL CO-OPERATION ON A FOOTING 
OF EQUALITY IN THE FIELDS OF ECONOMY, TRADE 
AND SCEINCE AND TECHNOLOGY AMONG ALL COUNTRIES, 

IRRESPECTIVE OF THEIR SOCIAL SYSTEMS AND THEIR LEVEL OF

TECHNICAL ORGANIZATIONS, IN PARTICULAR THE ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, THE ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR EUROPE, 

THE UNITED NATIONS CONFERENCE ON TRADE AND DEVELOPMENT, 

THE UNITED NATIONS INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION AND OTHERS. 

THE COUNTRIES MEMBERS OF CMEA ATTACH GREAT IMPORTANCE TO
